Title Six simply extends more fed- 


eral co-operation than usual in hous- 
ing construction, yet leaves it in the 
hands of private contractors or own- 
ers. Some compromise measure like 
this may be what we are looking for 
to relieve the housing crisis caused 
by a National Defense project. 


In any event, Title Six is worth 


looking into. An explanation publish- 
ed in Tcxarkana reads as follows: 


"Title 6 of the Federal Hous- 


ing Act extends the loan insurance 
features of the act to contractors, 
real estate men, building promo- 
tions of various types and even 
corporations. 


"It provides that such parties, 


with adequate credit ratings, may 
obtain through the FHA loans up 
to 90 per cent of the cost and ap- 
praised valuation of the house or 
houses they may choose to build. 
After completion of construction, 
the net gives the builder the right 
lo sell the property at any pro- 
fit ho can make, or he may keep 
it as rent property. 


"The act further provides that 


the buyer of such property, after 
obtaining 10 per cent equity in the 
house, may take over the obliga- 
tion of the builder without rc« 
course—that is the builder is not 
required to endorse the note of the 
buyer."

Russia is forced to her knees, Japan 
will plunge the sword into her back 
precisely as Italy plunged the stilel- 
lo into France as she lay dying. True, 
Japan has a friendship pact with Rus- 
sia. True, Russia has done nothing to 
Japan to justify war. So what? Had 
China done anything to Japan to justi- 
fy war? Of course not. If the Russian 
armies in Europe arc beaten, it woucl 
give Japan the chance at a truncal- 


d Sibcriii she has always wanted. 
That is all, and that is enough. 


Then the nightmare will have be- 


come- an ugly reality, not to be shut 
out by the cold light of day. Europe 
from Gibraltar to the Urals, from 
Murmansk to Persia, in Hitler's hands. 
Siberia, a mere hop-skip-and-jump 
from Alaska, in Japanese hands. Eng- 
land, an off-shore island, unable even 
today to challenge Hitler on the Eu- 
ropean continent, the last unconquer- 
ed free land in the northern hemis- 
phere except our own.

Arkansas River 
Rising Fast 


Warnings Issued 
From Fort Smith 
to Pine Bluff 


^'LITTLE R'bCK. (#>>— With a steady 
rain falling in Arkansas and the sit- 
uation in Oklahoma still serious the 
Weather Bureau revised upwards the 
flood prediction for the Arkansas ri- 
ver indicating peak rises in most 
places. 


The bureau said the river was ex- 


pccled lo reach 35 feel—13 feet above 
flood stale—al Ft. Smith on Sun- 
day. This would be only 18 inches un- 
der Ihe 1927 flood crest. 
" Friday recordings showed the ri- 
ver hnd reached 28.7 feet at 6 a. m 
and was stil rising. U. S. engineer' 
already arc on 24-hour duty prepar- 
ing to build emergency levees in 
Crawford county. Thousands of sane 
bags are being scnl lo that area. 


Watchers were placed along the 


river from Ft. Smith to Pine Bluff 
and residents in the lowlands were 
warned to move to higher ground. 
From Ft. Smith also came reports that 
the water was already spreading ov- 
er the lowlands. 


Engineers said the river had passed 


the 26-foot level at Little Rock, a mark 
which has been exceeded only about 
a dozen times within Ihe past 100 
years.

Reuben James 
Torpedoed Off 
Iceland Coast 


No Information 
Received 
Regarding Fate of 
120 Officers, Men 


WASHINGTON —fVP)— The U. S. 


Destroyer Reuben James was torpedo- 
ed and sunk west of Iceland Thurs- 
day night, the first American 
war- 


ship lost since the war in Europe 
began and President Roosevelt crisp- 
ly told a press conference that the at- 
tack would not change' the U. S. 
policy. 


Hours passed with no news of the 


fate of the men aboard while in Lon- 
don authorized 
British 
spokesmen 


took the view that Germany had de- 
clared "indescriminate submarine war 
fare against the United Slates:" 


Ordinarily the Reuben James car- 


ried 6 officers and .114 men. The 21- 
year-old destroyers was on convoy 
duty, the Navy department said, and 
President Roosevelt noted specifical- 
ly, in his conference, the fact that she 
was carrying out duties assigned to 
her. 


In Berlin authorized sources said 


that if the destroyer was participat- 
ing in convoying it was no wonder that 
she was torpedoed. 


Goes to Bottom 
Unlike the Destroyer Kearny which 


was torpedoed October 17 with the loss 
of 11 men, the older Reuben James 
went to the bottom. The Navy said 
she was convoying in the North At- 
lantic. 


The Reuben James was the third 


American warship f ired on, the second 
to be hit and the first to be sunk in 
the increasing tempo of action on the 
sea the past few weeks. 
.Congress was stif^d-bsMhe ,news^ 
Senator Gillette (D.^Iowa) 'told.- re- 
porters that "America will protect her 
seamen no matter what mission they 
are on.'1 


Senator Capper 
(R.-Kansas) said 


this "apparently puts us closer to a 
shooting war," and Senator Guerney 
(Rep.-N. D.) said "this clinches the 
argument for wiping out the 
neu- 


trality act." 


"We can expect such things when 


ships are in the war zone," Senator 
Trueman commented. 


Whether it was a submarine or sur- 


face vessel or a torpedoing carry- 
ing plane which brought the ship to 
its doom was not disclosed immediate- 
ly- 


Old Type Ship 
The ship was described at the Navy 


as an old type flush-deck destroyer 
similar to the type traded to Great 
Britain. 


The Navy described the destroyer as 


314 feet long with a beam of 30 feet: 
Her displacment was 1,190 tons. She 
was commissioned September 24, 1920,

At the moment of writing, many 


columns in the daily papers in the 
city where I live are filled with the 
tory of • a former -sheriff, who al- 
egedry betraye dhis trust by dis- 
lonest and dissolute practices in the 
iail extortion 
from employes over 


whom he had authority. For nearly 
two years the man has been a fug- 
live from justice and has managed 
to elude all effort to apprehend him. 


An arrest for drunken driving in 


far-off California has led to his iden- 
tification, and the news is that he 
will be brought back to Boston to 
face indictment. The culprit is re- 
ported to have said that he is glad the 
strain is over. He is apparently brok- 
en in health, at the end of his ill- 
gotten financial resources, -and in ev- 
ery way a sorry figure. 


As I have read these news columns, 


that verse in the Bible which comes 
from the early history of Israel came 
to my mind, "Be sure your sin will 
find you out," and the -equally strong 
pronouncement, "The wages of sin is 
death.' ' 


Here in our lesson Paul, writing 


to the Galatians, puts the whole 
thing equally clearly. There is, of 
course, much in life that seems to 
contradict these declarations concern- 
ng the results of sin and evildoing. 
he Bibical writer referred to this 
vhen he said that he had seen the 
wicked flourishing and "spreading 
limself like a green bay tree." Per- 
laps it was because some of these 
larly Christians, suffering for con- 
icience's sake and seeing others ap- 
parently in ease and contentment, 
may have been tempted to think that 
after all righteous living did not pay, 
hat led Paul to be so specific about 
t. He warned them not to be de- 
ceived, that God is not mocked, that 
whatever Tnen sow they reap. 


It is true that we live in a world 


where the innocent suffer with the 
guilty. Jesus never promised His dis- 
ciples a calm or easy way. He did 
promise them rest and peace. It is 
this that constitutes the difference be- 
tween those who suffer for righteous- 
ness' sake, ore as innocent victims ol 
the wrongdoing of others, or from 
some innocent cause, and those who 
suffer because of their evildoings. 


It is not in reference to one case 


or in the columns of a single paper 
that all this is made plain. The re- 
cords of sin and penalty are innum- 
erable. Not long ago, in England, 
man died by his own hand, who wa 
a self-made millionaire. There wa 
much in his energy ana ability tha 
was commendable, but he chose th 
way of evil living. When he kille 
himself, owing several million dollar 
in debts, he left a note not unnatural 
ly expressing the view that al me 
were greedy vultures. 


How different is the way of th 


righteous, and how well this way i 
expressed in the contrast betwee

of a U. S. patent lo a German cit- 
izen for a propcllcrlcss airplane driv- 
en through the skies like a rocket 
brings to light some inturcsting back- 
ground on the international granting 
of patents on military devices in times 
like these. First impression might be 
that the United States government 
was going out of its way lo be nice to 
Ihe Germans in granting them patents 
and in encouraging German inventors 
to apply for foreign patents in lime of 
war, but the situation doesn't spell 
out thai way al all. 


As a mailer of fact, it's a distinct 


advantage to the U. S. to have the 
Germans registering Iheir patents in 
this country now, particularly on mi- 
litary gadgets of destruction. The way 
it works out, it's to the advanlage of 
Ihe United Slates lo receive and pub- 
lish these patents since this makes 
Ihe information available to U. S. 
military services. 


All applications for patents 
are 


carefully reviewed by patent examin- 
ers a.s to their military value and 
one special group of examiners works 
in close co-operation with Army, 
Navy, and Office of Production Ma- 
nagement. All patents found to con- 
tain information of military value arc 
then ordered withheld from publicat- 
ion, 
and the Army and Navy arc in- 


formed of Iho patents. 


When war on Germany was declar- 


ed in 1017, the U. S. government seiz- 
ed all patents awarded to German 
citizens and appropriated everything 
of military value for the use of the 
U. S. services. The same thing would 
probably happen in case the U. S. 
should declare war in Ihe present 
emergency. 


Jones Jumps Die Gun 
What happens in Washington when 


one of Ihe big shols starts talking 
without having all 
his 
henchmen 


around to keep him straight on do- 
tails was demonstrated the other day 
by Federal Loan Administrator Jesse 
Jones. Usually when the administra- 
tor holds a press conference he is 
flanked by a row of dignified gen- 
tlemen who do the work on Ihe doz- 
en or more government corporations 
of which Mr. Jones is titular head. 
They laugh at the boss's jokes and 
answer questions he can't. 


On this particular occasion, how- 


ever, when a queslion came up about 
new loans 
to Latin-America, 
Mr. 


Jones said one had been granted to 
Mexico for road improvement when, 
as a mailer of facl, the loan had not 
yet been agreed to or signed. Ne- 
golialors were still al work on it, 
in secret. Warrun Lee Pierson, head 
of Export-Import bank, wasn'l there 
to correct the announcement, wilh the 
result lhat there was much confusion 
and covering up to be done in Mex- 
ico City, for Washington had agreed 
for simultaneous announcement shoulc 
the loan be granted and signed, 


Incidentally, in connection with La- 


tin American loans, one of the new 
good neighborly deals under consider- 
ation is a Venezuelan application for 
finance to help lear down Ihe red 
light district of Caracas and build 
a modern workers' housing project 
on the site. 


Ersatz Rubber Shortage 
When the four new defense plants 


for making artificial rubber arc in 
production, some time in 1942, they 
will be able to turn out a total of 
only 60,000 Ions of artificial rubber 
a year, or 10 per cent of the 600,000 
tons of raw rubber now consumed 
in the U. S. annually. 


Plants now in operation, making 


neoprcno, koroseal and other syn- 
thetic rubbers, have a capacity of only 
20,000 tons. The four new defense 
plants, Firestone and Goodyear at 
Akron, Goodrich at Louisville, and 
U. S. Rubber at Naugatuck, Conn., 
have a 10,000-ton annual capacity a- 
piecc. The G0,000-ton total emphasizes 
just how dependent the country will 
still be on raw rubber from Malaya 
and the Dutch East Indies.

WASHINGTON—Modern sabotage is 


nn art,'* It Ms', as highly developed as 
blitzkrieg warfare and almost as im- 
portant to it as the mechanical mon- 
sters of earth and sky. 


II has come a long way from Ihe 


original meaning of the word: the 
slow, clumsy production of crude 
work. A saboteur, in the first place, 
was a maker of those clodhopperish 
wooden shoes (from sabot, Ihe French 
word for wooden shoes). Now il ap- 
plies lo all techniques of slowing or 
destroying an enemy nation's produc- 
tion; spilling violatile liquids which 
evaporate and leave a chemical lhal 
bursts inlo flame when il becomes 
dry; working with 
delayed

acids and explosvios that do their 
damage only after a machine is in 
use; and causing strikes and slow- 
clowns behind a screen of apparently 
legitimate labor complaints.

1917 put the burden of taking care of 
this on Ihe FBI). For nearly three 
years, J. Edgar Hoover's G-Men have 
been al it in earnest, wilh finger 
printing; alien registration; registra- 
tion of reprcsentalives of foreign gov- 
ernmenls; defense plant inspeclions 
vastly expanded 
personnel; 
foreign 


information exchanges; and up-lo-lhe- 
zero-hour methods of detection. 


(2). The Axis powers—or any others 


interesling in U. S. sabolage—have 
not until now, at least, wanted to 
make the same mistake the German 
did in the World War of arousing 
American ire and pushing the nation 
nlo a declaralion of war. 


(3) Modern immigration laws and 


such have made it far more difficult 
tor saboteurs to get themselves into 
key positions. 


(4). The Communists, whose skill in 


sabotage probably surpasses that of 
any olher nalion, now are looking to 
us for material aid. 


This doesn't mean (and FBI Direc- 


tor Hoover and the ranking officials 
of other intelligence agencies will be 
the first to tell you) that the danger 
of sabotage isn't grave. But perhaps 
il does explain the phenomenon that, 
compared to the World War, the Unit- 
ed Stales has been balling .999 for

Ahout-Facing the Figures 
Whether it makes you feel any bet- 


ter or not, Vice President Wallace's 
recent pioce on nalional income and 
national debt, written for Land Po- 
licy Review, one of the Deportment 
of Agriculture's numerous magazines, 
has presented some figures which will 
no doubt be used frequently as ar- 
guments justifying a still bigger na- 
lional debt. 


In brief, tho Wallace theory is based 


on a comparison of private, state and 
federal dobts, income and 
interest 


payments in Ihe boom year of 1929 
and the boom year of 1941. By the 


I end of 1941, says Wallace, private 


I long-term debts will be $10 billion 


I loss than in 1929, private short-term 


dobts $13 billion less, stale and lo- 
cal government dobts ?3 billion more, 
and federal dobts ?30 billion more. 
These add up to a net total in- 
debtedness of "only" $10 billion more 
than in 1929. But interest charges, 
because of lower interest rales, will 
be $3 billion loss in 1941 than in 1929, 
or $6.3 billion in 1941 against $9.5 bil- 
lion in 1929. 


Carrying this argument lo a con- 


clusion, Ihe country could go into 
debt approximately 30 per cent more 
than it is already and still be paying 
no more interest than it did in 1929.
